The Thirty Seventh annual session of Tishomingo Bap- 
tist Association was held with Baldwyn Baptist church 
commencing at 11 o'clock a. m.

as thoroughly equipped men and means, and as well 
sustained by Denominational pride and support as any 
college in the State, Just such a center, we have. in 
Mississippi College, located at Clinton, and a noble 
work it has done in training men for the highest effi- 
ciency in the Lord’s service in men and work. Missis- 
sippi College is on a parity with any College or Univer- 
ity of the State, or South, but in buildings and endow- 
ment it is far below the measure of our privilege and re- 
sponsibility of a great denomination of ninety thousand 
communicants. How to supply these needed equip- 
ments, and how to secure to the College the support it 
merits and deserves from the denomination in every 
part of the State, has been a matter of anxious thought 
and earnest prayer with our wisest brethren for years. 
It is hoped that a solution of this question has been 
reached in a determination to add annually new  build- 
ings, and needed aparatus, and greater endownent, and 
thus meet the growing demands of education—Your 
Committee therefore recommend—Ist That we as an As-

Letter From Bro. Chastain. 


Dr. Arroyo, 

Mexico, Sept. 1, 1897. 
Draw Broruen: 
I should like to speak of thebeauties and wonders of 
nature as found in Mexico. the delightful climate, 
balmy atmosphere, luxuriant Vegetation, tropical. tlow- 
ers, fruits and birds, chrystal lakes and laughing rivur- 
lets, and grander still, the lofty voleanoes whose snow- 
crowned summits pierce tho skies, perhaps not less in- 
teresting would be a description of the ancient tombs, 
monuments, and pyramids, fallen castles and burried 
cities, whose Massive ruins speak to us in silent vet el- 
oquent terms of an ancient people, who were far ad- 
vanced in science, art. and the first principles of edu- 
cation. However pleasing these subjects might be, I 
must leave them to the historian and tourist. and con- 
fine myself to the present religious conditions and need 
of the people—a subject which lies much nearer my 
heart. If we are ever to evangelizo Mexice there are 
some grave obstacles which must be met and overcome. 
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Of a few of these I wish to speak. First, the widespread 
ignorance. After three hundred years of Catholic «rule - 
in Mexico not one tenth of the people, could read- and 
write. Catholic priests say; ‘“‘Ignorance is the mother of 
devotion.”’. They know only too well that if the people 
are once educated they will detect the fallacies @id ab- 
surdities of Rome, and will abandon the Catholic chureh. 
Hence it is in accordance with the policy of Catholic- 
ism to keep the people ignorant, but the spirit of free- 
dom in Mexico is growing, and, asa result, we have a 
new law, making education compulsory. This is a_ ter- 
rible blow to Catholicism, and is destined to work won- 
ders in favor of the spread of the gospel. Catholics 
have schools in the United States because they are 
(driven to it by the spirit of the country, but as those 
say, who have looked into the matter, their class-room 
work isa mere sham. However, their schools serve 
their purpose, that is, they are used to capture the boys 
and girls of unsuspecting parents. Baptist, Methodist, 
and Presbyterians, who leave their own schools, which 
are better, and turn their children over to the Catholics 
to be educated. We find in Mexico not only gross. ig- 
norance in general, but especially of the bible. Bishop 
Hurst (Methodist) says: “Of the eleven millions of 
people in Mexico, eight millions have never seen a copy 
ofthe Bible.’ Catholie priests sav: ‘‘The Bible is a 
dangerous book for the common people,” hence their 
activity in gathering up and burning the coppies that 

have been distributed by our Missionaries and colpoters. 
Along with other heathenish and debasing customs of 
Catholicism we find Sabbath desecration. Sunday 

here is made the day of worldly amusements, horse-rac- 

ing, bull-fighting, cock-fighting,. theater-going, danc- 

Ing, gambling, drinking, ete, Not only do we find 

Mexico enveloped in ignorance, with no Bible and no 

Sunday, but worse still. there is a great lack of domes- 

tic purity. Dr, Pierson says: “Nearly one-half of 

the men and women in Mexico living as husband and 
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wife, have no legal relation. as sach.” The avaricions 
priests demand such au enormous fee for pronouncing 
the marriage ceremony that many of the peor are un- 
able to pay it, and so are led off into the grossest wick- 
edness. All of the above great sins may be traced 
ilireetly to Catholicism. As a result of this deadly 
system we find in Mexico widespread indifference, pov- 
erty. ignorance, superstition, fanaticism, infidelity, and 
idolatry. The priests ruled the country until they got 
things about to their own liking. A tree is known by 
its fruit. But what L have said of the baneful influ- 
ences of Catholicism in Mexico is equally true in Cen- 
tral:and South America, France, Spain, Italy, and oth- 
er Catholic countries, The obstacles to the spread of the 
gospel in Mexico are numerous and’ great; but— what 
can we say of the outlook?) There are many encour- 
agements, Inthe first place we have the protection 
of law, which is agreat help. I have already spoken 
of the system of compulsory education, which marks a 
new era for Mexico. Besides this, many boys and girls 
have been sent to our schools and colleges in the Uni- 
ted States. Many of them will be converted, and all 
of them willimbibe the spirit of our free institutions. 
This army of educated young people will return to 
their respective neighborhoods throughout the Repub- 
lic, and will wield a powerful influence in determing 
the future destiny of this nation. Lack of space for- 
bids my speaking at length of our Madere Institate, in 
which some of our most zealons and active Missiona- 
ries are laboring, Already scores of young lady teach 
ers have been sent ont, and are molding the characters 
of hundreds of students who come under their tuition. 

n the providence of God syndicates are wearing a net- 
vork of railronds over the face of this country. With 
these increased facilities for travel. one missionary may 
do the work of three or four. Weare happy to see also 
that a great change has come over the people in favor 
of the Gospel. There are so many doors open that the 
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present missionary foree cannot do the work,” In many 
places the people have been long asking for a missiona- 
ry, until they are now growing tired and sick with wait- 
ing. The suecess of the gospel thus far is a guarantee 
ofits triumph. The work wears the seal of God’s approval 
and He has promised to continue His blessing to the 
end. In this lies our great hope. Before closing, let 
me speak briefly of our oBLiGation to give the gospel to 
Mexico. Itis a near needy and ripe field. To reach it 
there are no long, dangerous voyages to make, no deep 
seas to cross, Mexico is our next-door neighbor, and 
her children, with outstreched hands, are crying to us 
for the bread of life. The christian people of the Uni- 
ted States should evangelize Mexico for political rea- 
sons. Catholicism is a deadly enemy to religious and 
political liberty, and is ever watching for an opportu- 
nity to attact and, if possible over turn all free govern- 
ment, We should give Mexico the gospel for the sake 
of her suffering and perishing millions, for the happy 
influence it would produce on our home churches, and 
above all, for the sie of our blessed Savior. To do this 
we need men—humble, pious, prayerful men who are 
willing to work hard and live hard, and not be proud of 
it. Butthese must have their bread; hence there is 
need of money. This Missionary enterprise is a kind of 
joint-stock company; some of us had no money—we 
have given our lives to this work; others are denied the 
happy privilege of going as Missionaries—they give 
their money, and in the last day we shall share the glo- 
rious results together. Missionaries need the’ sympa- 
thy and prayers of christians at home. Praying and 
paying should go together, but inorder that people may 
pray and pay inteligently they must be informed 6n the 
<ubject of missions, the sore need of our Board, ete, 
Henee the importance of taking your State papér and 
also the Foreign Mission Journal. May the God of'all 
grace fill you and us with all knowledge and under- 
standing, giving unto us a longing desire for the salva- 
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tion of the lost. This is the earnest wish and prayer of

Publications. 


We your committee on publications beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report. This is pre-eminently the 
reading age. One hundred and twenty-five years ago, 
three newspapers were thought to be too many for A- 
merica. To-day our periodicals are numbered by ‘the 
tens of thousands and it would be safe to say that the 
disposition to read has grown apace with the increased 
means of gratifying it. Among the periodicals within 
reach of our young people is to be found every class, 
from that whose tendency is to elevate and enable, to 
that which panders to the lowest and vilest elements of 
our nature. Asitisa fact that our characters are ex- 
actly assimulated to the characters of our reading, it 
behooves us to look sharply to the kind of literature 
that we our selves read and allow to fall into the hands 
of our children, We belive that the question of the 
secular newspaper especially is an important one and 
great care and discretion should be used in their selec- 
tion. We would almost venture to say that the fewer 
they are the better. Great minds, and especially strong 
religious characters were not made so by reading the 
secular press. We would especially emphasize the im- 
portance of books suited to the tastes and need of our 
young people. We are going to read and the only way 
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to keep out the bad is to fill our homes full of the best 
that can be had, and it is the belief of your committee 
that less use is made of this powerful means for the de- 
velopement of character than is justifiable in the case 
of people striving to build up our churches, which is 
only to be accomplished by building up the young. We 
would recommend as Sunday ane literature, the 
Southern Baptist Convention series of Nashville and 
the help furnished by the American Baptist Publica- 
tion Society of Philadelphia, 

We would recommend .as_ periodicals, the Baptist 
Layman and the Foreign Mission Journal. We regret 
to see the course of the Baptist, Record on Martinism 
and we therefore withold our endorsement and encour- 
agement of it, until it shall right itself, upon these doc- 
trines that are dear to us as Baptists.

State Missions.’ 


There is great reason to “thank God and take cour- 
age” for increased interest and marked advance in the 
cause of missions. The time for making arguments to 
prove that Missions are Scriptural has past. If Christ 
is Lord and Master, and if His word is authority and 
is building upon His disciples in all ages, then the ob- 
ligation of giving: the Gospel to the world is fixed, for 
it was Christ who said to His disciples: “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature,” 
“And ye shall be a witness unto Me, both in Jerusalem 
and in Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
partof the earth. The great aptist hosts are begin- 
ning to comprehend the extent’ of the commission and 
the obligation resting on them for its execution. The 
giving of a pure gospel to the world is with the Bap- 
tists. 

State Missions covers the destitution within our own 
State, and is peculiarly our own work. There is more 
or less of destitution in every part of the State, but 
none more apparent or inviting than our Western and 
Southern border. Beginning at the Tennessee line on 
the Mississippi river and running a line South 250 
miles varying in widih from forty to eighty miles, and 
you pass through a country, the soil and climate of 
which is the best adapted tothe growth of cotton of 
any in the world; then following our coast line to the 
east for 100milesand you pass through a country 
that for beauty and grandeur of scenery and for the 
growth of fruits and vegetables, is the equal of any in 
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the South. This Delta and coast country is being 
threaded and traversed by railroads, |and dotted over 
with growing towns of thrift and wealth. In these we 
have but few preachers and still but | fewer houses of 
worsh-p. Your committee therefore; commend to this 
hody, the wise policy of secretary A. V. Rowe, in send- 
ing efficient men into these growing towns and rapidly 
developing parts of our State, and. we also commend 
the timely action of our State Convention in establish- 
ing a church building fund, and your committee recom- 
mend to our pastors that they inform|themselves with 
reference to the need ofour State Denominational 
work, present these claims to the church, ask for spe- 
cial prayer, and take at least one collection for State 
Missions during the Associational year.

RULES OF ORDER.

and nays, and if a call fora diqision be made, it shall be decided by .memhers 
rising. 

5. Any member being desirous to speak shall rise amd address the moder- 
ator. Oaly one member shall be allowed to speak at @ time, who shal! not 
be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs from the subject, or makes 
personal reflections, . 

6. No person shall speak more than once on the same subject untilfal!l who 
wish to speak shall have hadan Opporiunity; not more than twice upon any 
subject without permission. 

7. ‘Every question introuced for discussion shall be decided before another 


is Offered, unless it be laid over, on motion, with the consent of the mover of 
the resolution. 

8. The Association shall, in all cases, be governed by a majority of the 
members present, except in the reception of Churches, thun a unanimous vote 
shall be required, But in no case shall one member or Charch prevent tly 
reception of a Church without sufficient cause showu, which shall be determ 
ined by a majority.

\RTICLE 1, We, as independent Churches of Jesus Christ,do mutuaully 

‘venant to unite our efforts and influence for the advancement of the cause 

Christ, under the title of the Tishomingo Baptist Association. 

2 We agree to hold annual meetings, to be composed of delogates chosen 
ly their respective Churches, bearing letters, to be read at the opening of the 
eeting, showing their appointment, and also showing the number received by 
baptism, by restoration; dismixsed by letter, excluded or dead, together with 
the whole number of fellowship. Also, average number ot Sunday School pre- 
pils and number of conversions, amounts contributed to Associational Mis- 
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[42 
stons, State Missions, Foreign Missions, Home Missions, Ministerial! Eduea- 
tion, Support of Pastors, Church Expenses, Church Improvements and total 
expended, and valuation of Charch property. : 

4. We agree that every church belonging to this body shall be entitled to 
three delegates until they number one hundred members, then one for every 
tifty ‘above that number. 

4. When any Church shall fail to communicate with this body for three 
Successive metings, it shall b» considered as having withdrawn from us, and 
will be dropped from the minutes unless two or more membera request its 
continuane>, and will also Pngag? to enquire into ita standing and report at 
the next annual m ting 

5. Other Churches may be admitted into this union by signifying their wish 
by letter and delegates, provided they be deemed Scriptural. 

6 We will elect a Moderator and a Clerk by ballot, at each annual meeting, 
45 soon as the letters from the Churches are read and the members pamos en 
rolled; letters from petitionary Churches being received, that their delegates 
may also have the privi lege of voting. 

7 We disclaim the right to adopt rules that ean, at any time, infringe upon 
the independence and rights of the Churches, We may, however, adviae | 
Churches when they request it, antl will withdraw from sach as become hereti- 
eal in doctrine and desorderly in discipline. 

8 We will have au Executive Board composed of seven members, elected 
annually, and the Moderator and Clerk, whose daty it shall be to take charge 
Of all the funds sent up by the Churches, and dispose of the same as the 
Churches may direct. : , 

Y We willl will correspoud with sister Associations. Any member of this 
body whose name uppears on Our minutes, is authoriged to represent us in 
other religious bodies. 


10. We wil have our minutes read, corrected and signed by the Moderator 
and Clerk before the session rises and will not adjourn except in extraordina- 
ry cases, until all the business is finished. 

11, We will, while convenient, appoint the tim: and place for holding the 
next annual ieeting of this be ly, and elect a brother to preach Associationunal 
Sermon. The Association may make such alterations and amendments to 
the Covenant as two thirds of the members may deem necessary.
